Tue Ravierocs Jx:anrty Pi¥a.—A remarkable 
murder trial—the preliminary particulars of which 
we puulighed in a recent issue--has just been 
brought to 8 close in Philadelphia, with a result- 
ing verdiet of marder in the first degree. George 
W. Winnemore, a young man, has been convicted 
of the cold-blooded assassination of an aged lady 
Mrs. Dorcas Magilton. We would not revert 
1@ lamentable occurrence were it not for the 
rordinary character of the main feature of 
lefence set up. An unsuccessful endeavor 
nade by the prisoner’s able counsel to estab- 
an edtbi, and then fell back upon the thread- 
plea of insanity, a8 in bar of conviction: 
hackneyed defence was equally futile, and 
ould not allude to it were it not presented 
a novel point of view, which most properly 
iscountenaned by an intelligent Philadel- 
pus sary. Society of late years has been vitiated 
sadly throagh the prevalence of “ isms,” sapping 
the very foundations of good morals. The “ free 
love” and “ affinity” doctrine, to a lamentable ex- 
tent, has impaired the sanctity and happiness of 
the marriage relation, while the practical asser- 
tion of “the sovereignty of the individual” 
theory has left property and human life at a 
mere discount, promotiig excesses outrageous 
and revolting. We see, too, that the decent re- 
strait of religion, to a large extent, has been set 
aside by the incroachments of spirit@lism and 
its congener modes of thought. If its absurdi- 
ties were confined to mere table-rapping, and the 
entertainment of certain wild vagaries of opinion, 
the seneible portion of the community could af- 
ford to laugh at the phrenotic wanderings of 
harmlessly disoased fancy. But when its in- 
fluence is set up as 8 palliation for a brutal mur- 
der, it is time to interpose a judicial protest 
agatnat its dissemination and admission as de. 
fence for bratal violence. This the jury, iu the 
case of Winnemore, entered signally by their 
prudent verdict last week ; as did likewise a 
Conneetiout jury lately, in that of the spiritual- 
ist Williams, who starved and half massacred the 
litye girl at Norwich during the winter. 

In Winnemore’s case, the plea of insanity, in- 
duced by spiritaalism was set upin defence, and 
happily for the cause of publie justice, without 
avail, A vast amount of “ spiritual” testimony 
was brought forward in support of the defence, 
incoherent, and insufficient as it proved, to an ex- 
treme degree. All rensible people, we think, will 
find eause for satisfaction with the verdict which 
has been rendored in this shocking case ; for our- 
selves, as earnest supporters of good order, we 
thank the officers of the law, in Philadelphia, who 
have so promptly brought a red-handed murderer 
to justice. It certainly would have been a mon- 
strous and most pernieions precedent to have re- 
cognized legally, that foul, cruel, cold-blooded out- 
rage might be condoned on the score of spiritual- 
ism or any other “ism.” The professing religious 
enthusiast, who is shrewd enough to take prudent 
care of himself aud his interests in the ordinary 
affairs of life—drive a close bargain, and who is 
no less practical in worldly matters than his un- 
believeing neighbor, must not come into court with 
bloody hands and declare his innocence of inten- 
tional wrong-doing, because of the force of so 
called religious sentiment. The public certainly 
will always extend adue measure of consideration 
and sympathy to the unfortunate victim of a per- 
manent and controlling insanity, but they will not 
admit, that murder should be allowed to do its 
bloody work without consequent accountability, 
under the specious plea of religious exaltation—a 
sentimentatism as inconsistent with logic as with 
* professed religious teachings have 
a teudeucy te uuj ol the arm of the marderer, in- 
stead of exertiug & restrictive influence upon his 
evil propensities, then the less we have of them 
the bever. The ‘thugs of India deem it a “re. 
livious ’ duty to slanghter and rob the unfortunates 
who uappen intheir way. ‘They are bound by the 
ties cf sect affiliation, and are justly considered 
and treated by the other portions of the popula- 
tion as organized enemies of humanity. Now if 
“ spiritualists” are to set up their fanciful direction 
of individaal action az emanating from supernat- 
ural sources, und on like grounds undertake to 
iustify the licentionsness of the “ affinity” doctrine 
then we cannot have too many such marked re- 
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bukes through the machinery of the law, than 
that given by the Philadelphia jury in the case of 
the assassin Winnemore. 

The plea of insanity, moral, religious and other- 
wise has been advanced time after time to screen 
vagabonds from the legal "consequenges ‘that 
should ever await crime, and unfortanstely for 
the cause of public order, it in too many instances 
has achieved a success offensively suggestive of 
immunity, if net provocative of the repetition of 
criminality. Let us hope that the verdict in this 
Winnemore’s case may constitute a new point of 
departure to govern the course of juries hereafter, 
so that something more than a mere suppositious 
aberration of intellect will require to be proved 
before oa red-handed murderer be discharged 
from the bar of public justice. 





Tus Increase or Innumanity.—It is really 
heart-rending to contemplate the daily present- 
ing results of the pregnant changes that have 
come over the whilom humane instincts of this 
people, for if ever there was one more notable 
than another for their kindly impulses as govern- 
ing their individual and national action, it was 
this American people. Week by week the re- 
cords of barbarity in our midst grow more and 
more plethoric and the more harrowing, until as 
now, a sort of callosity has come over the pyb- 
lic sensibilities, and recurring outrage no loner 
excites the surprise and horror its occurrenee 
evoked in former years. Tempora mutantur, 
et nos mutamur in illis! The varied detaila of 
criminality in all parts of the country and Europe, 
to be found as usual in the columns of the Potics 
Gazette, but too unheppily for the otherwise 
welfare of the community, incontestibly justify 
the appositeness of the quotation. “The times 
are changed, and the people with them,” and 
changed very much for the worse. Time was 
whes honesty was considered the best polioy, 
but apparently an appreciation of the force of 
that time-honored axiom, does not obtain‘ in 
these latter and degenerate days. Success, no 
matter how attained, seems to palliate if not 
veneer with quasi-respectability, the most marked 
divergence from the old line of straightforward 
progress in social and commercial pursuit. 
Money and influence have reached a position of 
almost unquestioned pernicious supremacy be- 
fore the masses of the population. The latter 
advances ambitious personal views, and iw but 
too many instances, the former clears the path of 
convicted rascality and sets the culprit free from 
the onus and trammels of merited punishment. 
Now, while every honest nian and woman de- 
plores the procuration of position by sinister in- 
fluences, they have still greater reason—and do 
regret the flagrant abuse of functions connected 
with it, on the part of the individuals thus in- 
dued with authority. A most painfully notable 
instance of such abuse we illustrated on eur first 
page in our last issue. We refer to the disclo- 
sures that have been made public in regard to 
the treatment of patients in the Illinois State 
Lunatic Asylum. There was an instance of per- 
sons clothed with temporary power over the 
helpless, and screened by the non-accountability 
which is so often tacitly conceded to official posi- 
tion, practicing the most atrocious cruelties that 
fiendish malignity could devise. Of all the 
classes of suffering humanity there are none that 
more forcibly, because of their very condition, 
comniend themselves to our heartiest sympathy 
and tenderest regard and asgiduous kindness, 
than those who’ have been bereft of the great at- 
tribute—reason—which makes man of all created‘ 
beings the nearest akin to his Maker. In these 
latter days of material and scientific progress, it 
has been understood that the application of cura- 
tive agents was borne along in the chariot of im- 
provement. Certainly the general impression 
among the public has been that the coercion and 
flogging of unfortunate lunatics had ceased to 
form a portion of theiz treatment—in public aey- 
lume at least. The revelations which We - 


an “Inferno.” on earth—have shockingly disa- 
bused our minds of that impression, as no doubt 


these afforded of the interior economy of that in- 
stitution discloses a state of things which could 
only find their parallel amid the traditional. hor- 
rors of the Inquisition’s gloomy dungeons. 

As members of a civilized community, we 
must all feel not only horrified, but mortified, 
upon learning that such barbarities have been 
perpetrated within our limits, and the scoundrels 
party to them allowed to enjoy a seemingly un- 
questioned immunity. In contradistinction there- 
to, we are happy to notice that our Board of 
Commissioners of Charities and Corrections, 
stirred up by our former forcible xeminder of the 
brutality of some of their underlings, took 
prompt steps to have the brute Henderson 
(whose offence we detailed) brought to a legal ac- 
countability for his inhuman conduet to a dying 
patient in the Charity Hospital. What has 
human nature come fio? Tounding the head of 
a poor lunatic on the floor—flogging an alleged 
insane lady on her naked hody— gouging the eyes 
ofa dying man! ‘Truly did Burns say— 


** Man’s inhumanity to man makes countless thou- 
sands mourn.”

THE MUBDER OF MRS. DORCAS MAGILTON—THE TRIAL 


AND CONVICTION OF WINNEMORE. 

As was anticipated, the trial of George W. Winne- 
more for the murder of Mre. Dorcas Magilton re- 
sulted in a verdict of guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree, the punishment of which is death. Such a re- 
sult would have been reached without any unusual 
effort on the part of the District Attorney, and two 
or three weeks hence as well as the week after the 
murder. It was not the speech of the District At- 
torney that produced conviction in the minds of the 
jury; but the evidence as it came from the mouths 
of the witnesses, and he might as well have remained 
silent. 

The evidence though of a circumstantial charac- 
ter, was conclusive of guilt, so far as circumstantial 
testimony ever can be ; and did we not know that 
circumstances as strong as those in the Magilton 
homicide have put the rope sround the necks of in- 
nocent men, we could be satisfied beyond a doubt of 
any kind of Winnemore’s guilt. ‘As it is, there will 
linger a doubt in the minds of many. Before the 
trial took place something was said about an alibi. 
The prisoner expected to be able to show that he was 
at Fairmount Park, at two and half o’clock, on the 
day of the murder, and an advertisement was in- 
serted in some of the papers, requesting to come for- 
ward a man and a woman whom he had met at or 
near that place. After a diligent search an old 
woman was found, who testified as follows : 


Eliza Wright, swore: I live at 2572 Callowhill 
street, between the two depots; my business is con- 
fectionsry ; never saw him until he cametomy store 
at fifteen or twenty minutes past two o’clock on 
Thureday week; he bought ten cents’ worth of 
cakes ; I gave him in change aten cent note and fiye 
pennies; before he got his change he asked for a 
cigar ; I had none ; there was nothing strange about 
him except that he was not as lively as most young 
men ; I knew the time, because just before that a 

oung lady came iwand asked the time ; it was then 

ve minutes past two o’clock ; it was a short time 
after that when he came in. 

Cross-examined : He came in some minutes after 
the young lady camein; it was about fifteen minutes 
afterwards ; I was sent for last Wednesday night— 
no, it was Friday night—and I came on Saturday ; 
that was a week and a day after the occurrence ; 
paid a good deal of attention ; I went in to see the 
time when he was there. 


It was plain that thie was not relied upon. The 
defence rested chiéfly upon the presumed insanity 
of the accused, and it is remarkable that the moment 
it became necessary to make @ man insane how many 
people are ready to step forward and swear to it. He 
may have lived up to that period free to go where he 
pleased, a respectable being in all respects, mingling 
with the world, taking part in ite strifes and strug- 
gles, never for a moment acting as if he did not 
know the difference between right and wrong, yet, at 
any period, troops of persons are ready to declare 
him the craziest of men. Strange, indeed. On the 
subject of Winnemore’s insanity, reed what his 
mother said: 


Roxanna Winnemore, sworn: Iam the mother of 
the prisoner ; he had his first epileptic fit when three 
years old; at seven ho fell down a flight of nine 
granite steps and fractured his skull ; don’t know 
how long the attacks of epilepsy lasted ; could not 
tell how many he had in twenty-four hours; there 
has been insanity in his father’s family, and there 
have been deaths from that cause; my son went to 
Delaware to live when eleven years of age; he has 
lived away from home most of the time; he went to 
Bloomington, Ill., after leaving Delaware, he entered 
the war in the first year and remained until the close; 
after his return home he made frequent attempts to 
commit suicide ; he took laudanum twice, I k 5 
his father has been dead nearly twelve years; the 
prisoner will be twenty-three next December; he was 
very quiet except when taken by the capers when 
talking about the spirits of the Indians; he would 
laugh, jerk about, make queer faces, and act very 
queer ; he acted very queer ; he acted very foolish ; 
he danced around the room like an Indian ; I was 
afraid of him ; his i were sometimes glassy, and 
sometimes vacant; he did not sleep sometimes at 
night, and then again he slept day and night right 
on; he came to my house last about five weeks ago ; 
be used to go to market for us and b rovisions 

his own moncy ; that was two woe fore the 
3 when he the fits of y he would 
at the.month and twist his around ; he 
unconscious at times ; he would sit with 
eyes closed and his hands up for bours ; he often

up and said that he must go ont and mect a man 
that he had been loo for all over the city ; he 
came back soon, and said that he had met him at 
Ninth and Arch ; his brother bad money, and the 
prisoner could have had it by asking for it. 

To Mr. Warriner: As he grew older the fits be- 
came more frequent ; the family became alarmed ; 
when dancing about he seemed to be influenced by 
something ; it seemed as if he could not help it ; his 
father’s uncle was insane, and killed himself by 
jumping out of the window. 

Cross-examined : Never saw the insane uncle. 

Other members of the family testitied in a some- 
what similar manner. 

About Mrs, Magilton’s and the prisonor’s spirit- 
ualiem, there was the following testimony : 

Mrs. Mary Mench, sworn: I have known the pris- 
oner about sixteen months ; saw the prisoner and 
Mis. Magilton together twice; saw Mrs. Magilton 
make passes over his head; she told me she had 
magnetized him and put him to sleep; I met the 
prisoner about five weeks ago, in a room where a

cause he said he didn’t feel pleasant where those 
pictures hung; I asked him why, and ho said he 
could not; I saw him afterwards, when he said he 
wae unconscious ; I have seen bim sit for hears and 
not speak or move, and at other times I saw him 
write and speak under the influence ; I have some 
of his writings.

4. The of fact implied in each of the 
foregoing te—like all.others in the case—are 
open a for the jury, to be decided by them, 
beyond all reasonable doubt, against the supposition 
.that the prisoner’s mind was in any manner im- 
by so as to render him unconscious 
of his acte, able of controlling them, or of 
properly judging their nature with reference to the 
crime of murder, before they can convict the pris- 
oner of the crime wherewith ‘he is charged. 
5. The law does not require that insanity shall be 
shown to exist for any definite period, but only that 
the accused wae sufferiug from a paroxvem of men- 
tal disease, whether short or long, at the time the 
act took place which he is accused of committing. 


The charge of Judge Brewster has been much 
commended in regard to insanity. The judge laid 
dowh the law as follows : 


I. If a man has no capacity to discern good from 
evil, nor ability to understand that the act he is 
about to perform will render him liable to human or 
divine law, he ieclearly not accountable. 

IL. If he possess the capacity to discern good from 
evil, but is laboring under a delusion or hallucina- 
brags Pea if it were real, would excuse pis act, he 
is irresponsible to the law. This is Milustrated 
by Lord Erskine’s supposition that the defendant 
was so far ted upor by an insane delusion as 
to imagine that the person he struck was a brute 
animel or a potter’s vessel. Other writers refer, un- 
der this head, to persons who imagine that Ley are 
attacked, and this illustration is used by the En,- 
lish judges in their answer to questions propounded 
to them by the House of Lords in June, 1843. This 
delusion way arise from disease, or it may arise 
from accident, cperedny weoe a perfectly healthy 
mind, A man may be driven to an act of violence 
by the delusion, amounting to insanity, that he is 

ursued or attacked. On the other hand, he may 

ave full control of his reason, but may be deluded 
by appearances, Mr. Levet’s case (1 Hale, 42) is an 
illustration of this. He killed the friend of a sér- 
vant who had concealed herself in the buttery, ho 
being of the impression that sho was a burglar. He 
was rightfully acquited. 

III. If there is no delusion, general or partial, 
and there is.go capacity to distinguish between 
right and wrong, the man msy still lack, by reason 
of the operation of some fearful disease, the power 
of self-control. 

This is what is called by Chief Justice Gibson (4 
Barr., 2, 67) “a moral or homicidal insanity, con- 
sisting of an irresistible inclination to kill, or to 
commit some other part offense.” He says, 
‘There may be an unseen ligament pressing on 
the mind, drawing it to consequences which it sees, 
but cannot 9 and placing it under a coercion 
which, while ite results are clearly perecived, is in- 
capable of wetbe decir we . 

e adda, doctrine which acknowledges this 
mania is ao in ite relations, and can be 
recognized ‘in the clearest cases.” ‘It ought 
to be shown to have been habitual, or at least to 
have evinced iteelf in more than a sivgle instance.” 
* * * “To establish it as a justification in any 
particular cage, it is necessary to show, by clear 
proofs, its contemporaneous existence, evinced by 
present circumstances or the existence of an habit- 
ual tendency, developed in previous cases, becoming 
in itself a second nature.” :

IN THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Bowp Escare or PrisoneRs—Briseky oF THE

New Ogxgans, May 7, 1867. 

It isa long time since I have seen any communi- 
cation from our city in your paper—which is the 
faithful and just record of crime, not only in the 
United States, but of all parts of the world. It had 
formerly an immense circulatien here ; and no vil- 
lain, however high his position, or secret hia machi- 
nations, could feel himself safe from a “‘ showing 
up” by “ Banquo,” and consequently any one weight- 
ed with a guilty conscience (and the number was 
never by any means limited) in this our changing 
city, rushed impatiently, on the arrival of the Ga- 
zette, to confiem or allay their faars.

these men, it is believed in Owen, Putnam and Mon 
gomery counties, in which the loss of money and 
valuables taken by them has been heavy, amounting 
to twelve or fifteen thousand dollars in all. 

At 10:15 o’clock, on Tuesday night, the station and 
telegraph agent at Gosport, Owen county on the 
line of the Louisville, New Albany and Chicago rail- 
road, Mr. James 8. John, telegraphed the e of 
the freight train coming south. This was the last 
heard of him alive. At an early hour yesterda 
morning, some children, in passing the depot, looke 
into the window of the office of the agent, and saw 
Mr. John seated and leaning against the wall, with 
his skull crushed 1n, and the brains and b oos- 
ing feom the wound.

The prisoner has been for nearly twelve months, 
in consequente of the circumstances above men- 
tioned, in the custody of the officers of Horsemonger- 
lane Jail, and the report that they make of him is 
that his intellect was of the very lowest possible de- 
‘seription. No effort, it go was made in any 
quarter to save him, but the Rev. Mr. Jessop, the 
ord: of the prison, felt it his duty to make a com- 
eo to the Home tary, Mr. Walpole, 
representing this fact, and that although the pris- 
oner was twenty-two years of age, his appearance 
was not more than a eighteen years, and that in 
his opinion his mind seemed to have ceased to grow 
at a very early age. He also expressed his opinion 
that the jury were induced to recommend the pris- 
oner to mercy on the ground that although there 
was every element of horror and atrocity in the crime, 
yet the fact of putting to death the being before them 
was as shocking as executing a boy of fifteen, or a 
mischievous imbecile who had committed a similar 
act. The wretched prisoner down to the period of 
hig execution seems to have behaved very well, and 
to have paid as much attention, and to have appre- 
ciated as much as was possible for » mind like his, 
the exhortations of the reverend chaplain. It ap- 
pears that he has never attempted to deny his guilt, 
and on several occasions be asked the Rev. Mr. Jes- 
sop to communicate to the parents of the chi!d his 
sorrow for the trouble he had caused them. It should, 
however, be stated, that this appeared to have arisen 
more from a suggestion made by the chaplain than 
from any impulse of his own mind. 

The culprit was visited by Mr. Molyneux, the 
High Sheriff of the county of Surrey, on the 5th inst., 
with a view to satisfy himself as to the state of his 
mind, and on the 9th he was visited by his father 
and mother, who are laboring People, residing at 
Dorking. The interview was of the most paiuful 
description. The mother clung round the wretched 
culprit’s neck, and could with difficulty be separated 
from him, and his last words to her were, “ Oh, 
mother, do Wy to save me.” It appears that upon 
the return of the parents of the culprit to their homes 
a memorial was prepared to the Secretary of State, 
praying fora commutation of the capital pumish- 
ment, which was signed by several of the gentry and 
a number of other persors residing in the neighbor- 
hood ; but the reply to this, as to the representa- 
tions made by the Rev. Mr. Jessop, was that the 
Home Secretary did not feel hiwselt justitied, having 
regard to the atrocity of the crime, and the circum- 
stances connected with it, in taking steps to inter- 
fere with the course of the law. _ 

On Saturday the culprit was visited by his father 
and bis brother, and this interview was also one of a 
very painful character. For some little time after 
the departure of his relatives, he appeared depressed, 
but very soon recovered hia customary stolid de- 
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meanor. The Rev. Mr. Jessop visited the culprit 
before he went to bed on Monday night, and he ap- 
to have slept soundly for several hours, and 
ate his breakfast next morning with his usnal unim- 
ressible manner, and the first thing he said when 
he was visited by Mr. Jessop in the morning was to 
request that a lock of his hair might be sent to his 
mother, accompanied by a statement that he died 
forgiving all who had ever injured him, as he him- 
self ho to be forgiven ; and he particularly ex- 
ones op wish that an expression of his contrition 
and hope of forgiveness might be ee to the 
parents of the poor irl whum he had killed. 
Notwithstanding the fact of the prisoner thus ap- 
pearing to be in a state of mind becoming his awful 
ition, when he was taken down from the con- 
emned cell to the yard to be pinioned a frightful 
acene ensued. The moment the culprit saw Calcratt, 
the executioner, approach him with the straps to 
inion hia arms, he started back with an aspect of 
rror depicted on his countenance, and began to 
atruggle violently with the turnkeys. Tho chaplain 
spoke to him and endeavored to calm him, and this 
for the moment sp to have tho effect, but 
upon the executioner requesting that the culprit 
might be taken outside, as he could not ace sutti- 
ciently well to fasten the straps properly, another 
fearful atruggle ensued, the culprit being a young 
werfal man, and it required the exertions of four 
or five of the warders to hold him, and it was neces- 
to throw him down and hold him on the ground 
while he was ane pinioned, and during the strug- 
gle the prisoner kicked most violently, and one or 
two of the turnkeys were very much burt by the 
kicks they pegeazee. og | the whole of the strug- 
gle the wretched prisoner did not utter a word. and 
his conduct seemed to be actuated by an uncon- 
trollable horror of the sight of the executioner and 
the apparatus of death. After he had been secured 
he walked quietly by the side of the chaplain until 
ho arrived at tbe steps leading to the scatfold, and 
immediately he caught sight of the gibbet his hor- 
ror appeared to return. He again struggled vio- 
lently as well as he was able, and was forcibly 
ecsed up the steps and held under the beam by 
veral turnkeys whilo the rope was adjusted round 
Lis neck, and as speedily as possible the bolt was 
drawn, and after a few violent struggles the wretched 
youth coased to oxist. ° 
After 10 0’clock the body was cut down, and was 
buriea in the course of the day within the jail. A 
very large crowd assembled to witness the execu- 
tion. but a3 is now customary when those dreadtul 
exhibitions take place, the scaffold was hung with 
black cloth, 60 that after the drop fell, very little, if 
apy, of the body of the culprit could be seen.
